London, December 26. 

The following Advices came by divers Mails that ar- 
riv'd fince Saturday from Holland and Flanders. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated Dec. 27. 
Vittoria, December 12. 

E have Advice from Toledo, that 

tho the Inhabitants faved the Palace 

from being blown up, by timely re- 

moving the Powder, they could not 

put out the Fire, becaufe the Enemy 

had fet Fire to the four Corners of it, and had fmear'd 
the Timber-Work with Pitch. So that Edificé was 
burnt, though built by the Dire&ttion of the Empe- 
rour Charles V. and the burning of it is counted an 
&ion the more deteftable, becaufe the Moveables of 
‘the Queen-Dowager of Spain, Aunt of the Archduke, 
and Sifter of the Emprefs-Dowager Mother of that 
Prince, were in it. "Tis not doubted the Enemy wold 
Jikewife have burnt the Palace and City of Madrid, had 
they not fear'd the Rage of a numerous Populace 
whom they found extraordinarily incens’d againft them. 
The Palace of Toledo being built of Stone that could 
endure the fire, "tis hoped it may be repair’d at a mo- 
derate Expence. The Catholick King arriv’d the 3d of 
this Month at Cafarubios, and Jay there. He went to 
perform his Devotions in the Church of our Lady of 
Atocha, in Thankfgiving to the Almighty; and the 
People flock’d thither in fuch Crowds chat his Majefty 
was extremely moved to fee it. The People gave De- 
monftrations likewife of their Efteem of the Duke of 
Vendome, by the Acclamations they made upon his 
Return from Buen-Retiro, though he pafs’d through 
the Streets very faft. In the mean time the Army 
march’d hard to come up withthe Enemy, and the 
King having pafs’d three Days at Madrid, rejoyn’d 
them the 6th'at Guadalaxara. The 7th Don Feliciano 
de Bracamonte, whom he had detach'd with a Body of 
Cavalry, furpriz’d and furrounded a Regiment of Ger- 
man Horfe of 400 Men, who threw down their Arms 


and were made Prifoners; their Baggage was taken 
i Ene. 


with them. The King had Intelligence 
miy’s Rear-Guard commanded by General Stanhope, 
ftopp'd at Brihuega 16 Leagues from Madrid. He fent 


forward the Infantry the 8th foon after Midnight, and 
follow’d them at Day-ieak with the Duke of Vendome 
and the Cavalry. About 4 in the Afernoon he came be- 
fore Brihuega, and was faluted with a Difcharge of the 
Artillery of theArmy.He immediately caus’d the Town 
to be invefted on all Sides,and our Men took Poffeffion 
of two Bridges the one of Stone the other of Wood 
on the Tajunna, over which River fome of our Troops 
were fent, to prevent the Enemy's efcaping in the 
Night. Then Men were fet to Work to raife three 
Batteries; and the Befieged being Summon’d, refus'’d 
to furrender. The oth ‘twas advisd that General 
Staremberg was advaficing to relieve the Place. Imme- 
diately Troops were order'd to march to meet him, the 
Fire from the Batteries was redoubled, and the Grena- 
diers and Foot were commanded to hold themfelves 


geady to give the Affaule at one in the Afternoon. 


The Town of Brihuega is encompafs’d with high and 
thick Walls, having on them large Towers after the 
ancient Manner, it has alfo a great Gaftle fortified in 
the fame Fafbion. About three in the Afternoon two 
Breaches were made, the principal of them being on 
the fide of the Gate of St. Philip ; and though they 
were but {mall they were judg’d fufficient: About 4 
a Clock the Grenadiers fupported by 6 Battallions 
mounted to the Affault ; and though the Enemy de- 
fended themfelves with very great Valour, the Breaches 
were forc’d: But the Grenadiers were ftopp’d by an 
Intrenchment and Coupures which the Enemy had 
made in the Streets, and by their great Fire from the 
Houfes: However, the Duke of Vendome advancing, 
and obferving the advantage the Enemy had in firing 
under fhelrer, he caus’d them to be attack’d Sword in 
Hand and Bayonet at Mufquet-End: The Intrench- 
ments were forc’d, and the Troops penetrated into the 
midft of the Town. The Enemy ftill making Re- 
fiftance, the Duke of Vendome caus'd four Battallions 
to move up, at fight of whom the Enemy who were 
before very much incommoded by the Fire which the 
Troops miade from feveral Houfes they had gain’d, beat 
a Parley at 7 in the Evening, and fent a Lieutenant- 
General and two Lieuenant-Collonels to Capitulare. 
The Duke of Vendome declar’d to them that they 
fhould all be Prifoners of War, but that however che 
King who was prefent in theArmy,allowed the General 
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Officers to keep their Horfes and Baggage, on Condi- 
tion they fhould be fearch’d, to fee whether there was 
among them any confecrated Plate which their Troops 
had pillag’d, and had exercis’d Violences and 
Cruelties contary to the Laws and Ufage ot War. The 
Garrifon confifted of Eight Englith Battallions, Eight 
Squadrons moftly Foreigners, M. Stanhope Genes al of. 
the Englifh, two Lieutenant-Generals,two Major-Gene- 
rals, and all the other general and Subaltern Officers ; 
the whole Number of the Enemy being ‘above five 
thoufand Men, of whom s0e had been Jl'd or 


wounded. Of the King’s Troops.7a Men were 


30 wounged dangeroufly, and 200 flightly. The Ene- 
my are in want of Provifions, becaufe Don Jofeph Val- 
lejo, before they fortified Toledo and fince, defeated 
feveral of their Parties and took from them the Provi- 
fions they had colle&ed; fo that many of their Soldiers 
defert, chiefly the Portuguefe. The King’s Army fuf- 
fers fome Want likewife, the Convoys being unable. to 
come in to them faft erough ; bur this is fomewhat 
help’d by the People’s Affection to the King, for they 
voluntarily deprive themfelves of the little Provifions 
they have, to fupply the Troops. Tis advis'd from 
Madrid, that Don Feliciano de Braccamonte had taken - 
feveral Coaches in which were divers Perfons that 
were following the Enemy, guarded by 50 Dragoons 
weom he likewife took Prifoners ; and that after his 


‘taking the German Regiment, he had advanc’d to 


Brihuega, and had hinder’d the Enemy from break- 
ing down the Bridges on the Tajunna, and from plun- 
dring and burning that Town, as they had the other 
Places through which they pafs'd. The City of Ma. 
drid, befides the 6000 Piftoles which they fent to the 
King by their Deputies, gave him 24000 more after 
his Entry , and prefented to hima great Quantity of 
Corn, which had been continually brought in from 
Andaloufia and all Caftile fince the Enemy abandon’d 
Madrid. The King, at his Departure from that City, 
left in it the Prefidents of the Councils of Caftile; 
and of the Hazienda or Treafury, with order to Af 


to whom he had fent order to return thi- 
ther, fhould arrive. The King has confirm'd Signior 
Sanguinetto in the Office of Corregidor of Madrid, 


_which he exercis'd with fo much Prudence during, his 


Majefty’s Abfence. Many of thofé who had fubmitred 
to the Enemy through Fear.or Weaknefs, have come in 
and caft themfelves on the King’s Clemency, who hag 
already pardon'd Don Jofeph de la Serna, being fatis- 
fied that he did not accept the Employment they offer’d 
him, till after they had fent Soldiers ro force. him to 
take it. The Marquis de Louvignies Governour of Le- 
rida is dead there of Sickneis, and is generally lamen- 
ted, becaufe of his Merit.

‘ I have receiv’d your Letter of the 17th; and if

; Hatte, to give you News as agreeable as impor 

* tant, for we have juft now made Prifoners of War 
‘ Eight Battalions, whereof 7 are Englith, and Eight 
* Squadrons, which is certainly as great an Advantage 
* as the gaining of a Battle. We caus'd an Affaulc to 
‘ be made on Brihuega this Afternoon, after having 
* batter’d it continually from Noon. The Breaches 
‘ were very {mall, and the Enemy had Intrenchments 
* one behind another, which render’d the A&ion very 
‘ hot and of two Hours Continuance ; But in the End 
‘ our Men got from one Houfe to another into the 
‘ Place, and the Enemy retiring into one of their In- 
* srenchments 
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erenchments made in the open Square of the Town, 
prefently be&t a Parley. There was no Debste about 
the Capitulation, for theirfirft Offer was to yield 
themfelves Prifoners of War ; which was very readi- 

granted them. This is fo confiderable, that the 
canmot think any longer of making Head a-

« gainft Us, nor againft the Duke de Noailles. All 
« the Englith General Officers are aniong the Prifoners, 
* reckoning Stanhope firft: There are alfo in that

‘ killed or wounded, among others M. du Thouy on 
* our Side was wounded in che Hand, and on chat of

Paris, Dec. 27. A Courier from Vittoria has brought 
an Account, that the King of Spain had purfu'd Ge- 
neral Saremberg, and having overtaken him, his Ma- 
jefty put himfelf at the Head of the Right Wing 
which charg’d firft, the Duke of Vendome heading the 
Lefe Wing, and thar General was intirely defeated : 
That 3000 of the Enemy were kill'd, and j0co made 
Prifoners, and that 20 Cannon and 2 Mortars al} their 
Ammunition Equipage and Baggage were taktn. Ge- 
neral Staremberg retir’'d with about 4000 Men towards 
Siguenza: But the next Day Don Jofeph Vallejo, who 
went in purfuit of them,took above 2000 of them. On 
the Side of the Spaniards about 15ce Men were kill’d 
or wounded. This Aion was on the roth of this 
Month. A Relation of the taking of Brihuega and 
of this Battle will fpeedily be publith’d.
